name of the Reggimento 'Dunne or 
Reggimentp.Inglese, but the men were 
almost 'all Sicilians, chiefly Palermi 
tans. 
They'fought splendidly on the 


critical occasion of the battle of Mil- 
azzo, where their timely arrival saved 
the fortunes of the day. 


Later, on the mainland, they were j 


incorporated in the 
brigade 
which 


Dunne commanded at".tho' battle of 
Volturno, where he was so severely 
wounded that his life was thought t« 
be in danger. He was celebrated for 
acts of great daring, and at the same 
time 'he always preserved the quiet, 
gentle manners of a high bred English 
gentleman. Garibaldi trusted'hlin en- 
tirely, and no officer who served under 
the Italian hero had a more loyal do 
votion to his chief. 


He often said that Garibaldi's mili- 


tary ability had never been done jus- 
tice to. 
He 'rated him as immeas 


urably superior to the generals under 
him, 
but he thought well of Cosens: 


who was afterward minister of war

Dunne's great desire was to bo
